SOME WEATHER FOR COMPARISON. 


Dr. Walter Lindley has permittec us 
to copy an extract from a letter from 
his brother in the East, which 
citizens ‘and sojourners in our sunry 
land may use for purposes of com- 
parison between some of the discom- 
forts of California climate and the 
climate in the old eastern home. To 
many it will bring back memories of 
the past. The writer of the letter is 
Albert Lindley, formerly a student at 
the University in West Los Angeles, 
is now in the Yellow Stone Valley with 
Col. Couzer, the United States Com- 
missioner of the National Park. 

Before going there he visited two 
brothers in Iowa: one in Waterloo, 
Blackhawk County, the other in New 
Hampton, Chickasaw County. These 


- two towns are thirty miles apart. Al., 


in a recent letter to his brother in Los 
Angeles, gives the following descrip- 
tion of a sleigh ride he took in going 
from New Hampton to Waterloo. 

At 8 a.M., February 15th, the ther- 
mometer recorded 20 degrees below 
zero. That night we had a regular 
thunder storm, the vivid flash of light- 
ning, the roar and crash of the thunder. 


while the rain poured down on about 


two feet of snow, was something of a 
curiosity to an angel from Los Angeles. 
We started from brother Arthur’s 

at 8 o'clock the next morning. The 

. thermometer then registered 45 degrees 
Fahrenheit above zero. We drove two 


large horses to a li ight cutter, and they 


were sweating, and the vapor covered 
them ina thick cloud as it rose from 
their wet hair by the time we had gone 
two miles. The fog or drizzle was the 
next thing we struck, and this came 
down thick and, fast by thetime we 
reached Williamstown—a town about 
five miles from Arthur’s. We went 
two miles more and it commenced to 
rain and the wind began to blow. The 
rain soon turned to hail and the wind 
then blew from the northwest, which 
made the hai) come down in earnest. 

A little further on, and it became 
very cold and the wind blew harder 
than I ever saw it blow in California. 

. This change was very sudden and 
_uncomfortable for the ice was making 
“a crust over the stfow and water which 
made it very rough traveling for the 
horses. 

We arrived in Waterloo at 7:30 P.: 
M. Our horses were covered with ice 
an inch thick from their hoofs to their 
flanks. Their legs were bleeding 
where the ice had cut them, their tails 
were frozen solid and made a mourn- 
ful sound as they clashed against the 
ice on the horses’ legs and kept time 
to their slow jog. My nose and cheek 
and one ear were badly frozen, and 
the young man who was with me had

' JUST as soon as we get over our 
fright at the storm predicted by Wig- 
gins, abuse and ridicule of the prophet 
will bein order.

seamen and rivermen; pilotage and 
wharfage, towage, etc. ; salvage; colli- 
sion; other marine torts ; affreight- 
ment; debt under the revenue and 
navigation laws; State lens enforced 
in admiralty, etc., etc. 

The author discusses all these topics 
in a masterly manner. removing all 
uncertainty as to what proceeding is 
proper in each case, citing at the same 
time the best authorities and quoting 
latest decisions. 

When the waters about Wilmington 
or San Diego, or it may be Santa 
Monica,: are filled with ships from 
every land; when hoisters and pile- 
drivers and tugs and pilot boats make 
the now ful waters to fairly hum 
with maritime activity; when all sorts 
of men and all kinds of man- 
ners are’seen daily on our streets— 
and who shall say this is far distant ?— 
then the representatives of the law 
will be called upon to settle mooted 
questions by appeal to the Courts. 
Ships, freights and cargoes may be 
held primarily responsible for debt 
without any reference whatever to the 
owner of such property. A lien on 
such property is enforcible by the 
action in rem, with general notice by 
publication. Maritime law makes no 
distinction between home and foreign 
ports, with reference to the claims of 
repairers of ships, providers of mate- 
rial, furnishers of supplies, and other 
persons rendering necessary service to 
the ship. The ship itself is amen- 
able for such repairs or work by an 
action in rem. The time is not far 
distant when there will be much liti- 
gation, or at least muclt legal advice 
required in the department ot mari- 
time law, and it is gratifying to know 
that in Mr. Waples’ “Proceedings in 
Rem” we have a work which removes 
all the irregularities in that very irreg- 
ular branch of law.

The Course of Study in Our Schools. 

To the Editor of the Tumes—Sm: In 
a very sensible and suggestive editorial 
in Thursday’s Trmes, on ‘‘Our Plan of 
Education,’’ you say: ‘‘We are not dis- 
posed to criticise our schools, but the 
question arises, Would not their useful- 
ness be improved if there was a gradu- 
ating place fixed for the pupil after he 


.or she had learned reading, writing, 


bookkeeping and such other branches 
as would fit them for the ordinary voca- 
tions of life, leaving other branches 
entirely out of the course?’’ 


The plan you suggest has been al-| 4 


ready adopted. At the beginning of the 
present school year the course of study 
in our city schools was remodeled and 
an additional year added to the Gram- 
mar School course. ._The studies for the 
year added are physical geography, 
bookkeeping and business forms, alge- 
bra, English composition, the prin¢i- 
ples of civil government, comwmercial 
arithmetic, drawing’ and designing. 
These studies round out and make the 
Grammar School course of study com- 


_ plete in itself, and not as formerly, 


merely a preparatory step for entrance 
Pupils complet- 
ing the Grammar School studies and ob- 
taining a standing of seventy-five per 
cent. in examination will receive di- 
plomas of graduation, 

This change in our school curriculum 
can not be entirely perfected this year. 
The pupils who are promoted from the 
present first grammar grade at the end 


‘of the present school year will not enter 


this advanced grammar grade, and will 
graduate from the Grammar Scheol at 
the close or next school year (June 30,, 

884). Their diplomas of graduation | 
will admit them to the junior High 
School class without further examina- 
tion. 
High School remains as formerly, a 
three-years’ course. 

From your article I infer that you 
place the usual age of graduation from 
our High School at twenty years and 
that you consider the time spent in the 
schools too long. Out of’ a class of 
twenty-four graduates last year only 
one had reached twenty. The average 
age of the class was about seventeen 
and a half years. One. of the most 
serious drawbacks to good work in our 
High School has been that the pupils 


- enter the High School course too young; 


the year added tothe grammar course 
will in a measure remedy this defect. 
The great majority of our pupils enter 
school before they reach their seventh 
year. A pupil of average ability attend- 
ing school regularly will complete the 
entire course, primary, grammar and 
high school, before he reaches his nine- 
teenth year. And this is young enough 
to begin the work of life, whatever it 
may be. A high school course of study 
crammed into the immature mind of a 
boy or gir! of fifteen or sixteen, because 
of the immaturity of the mind, fails to 


- confer upon the individual the chief 


benefits that a higher course of intel- 
lectual training should give, namely, 
the ability to practically ‘apply the 
gained to the every-day 
affairs ot life, the power of evolving 
thought, and the faculty of reasoning 
correctly.
